This month's disk of the month Is a demo 
disk of a very nice assortment of machine 
IdTiguage utilities to simplify many 
Appiesoft programming problems. The 
program being demonstrated is TOOL BOX, 
by Roger Wagner Publishing. 

The disk is called a "trial size" because It 
does not offer all the utilities contained 
in the full TOOL^BOX prggrain. The disk is 
double Sided with examples of many types 
of programming problems these utilities 
solve. 

The music demo is particularly impressive! 
With just a simple “beep, beep" type 
speaker, the Apple cannot lay claim to the 
musical nstrument of the century. But 
you have to hear what this program can 
push through that little speaker! 

Other functions offered include screen 
formatting, windows, printer formatting, 
and a whole host of useful things. If you 
like to program, or modify existing 
Applesoft programs, tWs dsk should be of 
interest to you. 

The demo disk does allow you to use a few 
of these utilities, but the real purpose is 
to entice you nito bifting the conplete 
TOOL BOX program. This <Ssk is a nice way 
to review the potential of TOOL BOX, 
before you buy it, for only $2.

Last month we discussed using the ESCape 
key sequence to edit lines of Applesoft 
program statements. We also left you 
dangling, so to spe^, with the promise 
that this month ue would discuss how to 
Bisert new commands into the middle of an 
existing program line. 

To do tN% begin as ue did last month. 

T yp e in LIST (Inenumber) and press 
RETURN. When the program toie is cfisplayed 
hit the Escape key and move the cursor 
to the beginning of the line number. 

Press the space bar to cancel ESCape 
S5ode, and use the right cursc»" arrow to 
move to the point in the line where you 
want insert yw^r new text.

Get out of 
Escape mode by pressin 9 the space bar 
and type in your neu program statement. 

Uhen firushed, press ESCape again and 
move the cursor back to the immediate . 
right position of uhere you first entered 
ttie Escape se<Mence. Press the space 
bar again, use the right arrow key to 
move the cursor to the end of the line, 
and hit RETURH. Now LIST your fine again 
and the adcfitional text should be inserted 
h the middle of the line. If it isn't, you 
probably forgot to press the space bar 
at .the appropriate time or did not 
position the cursor at the proper place. 

This method of editing a progr^ line is a 
bit tedious and cumbersome, but is made 
necessary because the Apple will not allow 
the up arrow to become actiue unless in 
the Escape mode or under program 
control Mhat actually is happening is you 
are sNfting the cursor into "neutral" by 
pressing ESCape. This allows complete 
freedom of cursor movement without „ 
"copying" anythtig the cursor may scroll 
over. By hitting the space bar <or any 
key) you "sNft the cursor back into 
gear and it now copies any text it scrolls 
over .Kist as if it had been typed from 
the keybo^d. 

JUst remember, if you are editing 40 
column mode, to type P0i<E 33,33 before 
ecfitn^ a fine. This will prevent unwanted 
spaces from being copied ^to your 
program fine by the aa-sor. This is all 
covered si detal in Oiapter 3 of the 
#^iesoft Tutorial for the ^'^'e.

Both ProDOS versions of GALE <64K and 
12SK) utilize the 80 column card, while the 
four DOS 3.3 versions use the 40 column 
mode, khen the disk is booted, GALE 
determines whather you have a II+, //e or 
yyc and how much memory it has. The 
proper .program is then automatically 
loaded into the Apple. 

Once hstalled, the progam is transparent 
to the user. This means that until you 
ask for one of its features, you are not 
aware that it is m the computer ready to 
function. To ecfit a program iHie, for 
example, type Alinenum) and press ^TURN. 
The screen clears and the edit screen 
appears both the requested fine. 

At this point a whole series of word 
processor fi'ke commands are available to 
position the cursor, s^rt neu text, find 
a certain character or delete all w part 
of a line. When finished ecfitnig, you may 
press RETURN from any place within the 
line without cutting off characters to 
the right of the cursor. T 
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
